Claims 13-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the multi-geared power shift transmission as claimed, and 
particularly including the gear unit of the second counter shaft is only directly drivingly 
engagable with the gear unit of the first counter shaft and the gear unit of the output shaft, and 
including the remaining structures of claims 13, 20, and 25, respectively.
